These recommendativas meet 
with the approval of all substar tial 
Chinese dusimess:) and banking io- 
lerests wh» deprecate the chaotic 
conditions now existing but whe 
will not act fur fear cf persecution 
at the bunds of the present regime. 

It is understoud ‘that similar re 
commendations are being forwarded 
te London.

How to. Concentrate. 


A lector entithd “The Power 
of Thought’ was given by Mr, 
Manuk at the Theosophical Lodge 
Mr. Manuk 


gaid that he proposed ta Rhow 


what the powers of theaght were, . 


how we should think and what we 
should think of. Thought power 
was the effect produced by 
thought whether upon ourselves 
or others, At one time it was 
thought that the brain was the 
producer cf thought 
scientific investigation showed 
that the brain was only the ins- 
trument and that it developed 
under the concentration of 
thought. 

Mr. Manuk then referred to 
the fact that the power of 
thought determined even the con- 
figuration of the human face so 
thut cne conld - often tell ata 
ylance the character of a man, 
If thought conld preduce such 
remarkable effects on the physical 
bods..it could well be imagined 
what changes it might effect in 
aur higher bodies. 

Many propie reading a book 
thought they were concentrating 
upon if when ia reality they were 
doing’ nothing wf tha sort. In 
order to.tind out definitely whe- 
ther a man was master of. his 
thoughts let him be given a sub- 
ject to study wh ch was absolutely 
new to him. [f he was not a true 
muster of his thoughts he would 
very goon become tired sand 
able to control his thinking. 


Concentration 

te was not only nevessary that 
the mathod of concentration 
should be continuous but it was 
also very important to use discre- 
thon in our'choice of thoughts. 
To understand this it was neces- 
sary to compienead how thought 
worked: For. exumple, a person 
who thought very intensely about 

ther ata distimee, set up coq. 
whieh eventually brought 
nearer to that persn... An- 
other example aixnt be found in 
money muh Anyone who was 
continually concentrating upon 
the accumulation vf money was 
crauting by his shought the condi- 
thoas necessary for realising his 
ambition, 

Amongst savages» they would 
find that the mam Who succeeded 
say, in carrying off a girl from 
a neighbourisg tribe cr achieving 


hanything by force which enabled 


him to gratify his desires was 
regarded as a nero by the other 
members of his tribe, That was 
because they were at the emo- 
tonal stage of development. 
Civilised man was now progress- 
‘ng on mental lines. Consequent- 
ly, we saw to-day that anything: 
mentally avnieved, despite the’ 
fact that the results might be 
cruel und unjust, was regarded 
as clever, Thus a self made man 
was often locked upon with ap 
though his methods 
standpoint ‘would 
not bear scrutiny, A- atage in 
our evolution would come, how- 
ever, When a man. weuld be deem- 
ed to bave sinned even if he had 
only thought evilly. 

“Inv discussing © the question of" 
how to develup concentration, Mr. 
Manuk suid that in the first place 
twas necessury net -to allow any 
foreign thought -to enter the 
mind. Our mental side was not 
yet at all under cur control. but 
chis could be secured by practice. 
Let them take “some subject for 
concentration—the quality . of. 
goodness, for exammple-—and then 
try to examine it mentally and in 
all its aspects. At. first they 
their ' attention 
would be diverted by the number 
of uncontrolled thoughts passing

Large Increase Shown 
Last Year. 


POLICE FORCE STRENG- 
THENED, 


That crime in the Colony hag 
increased considerably, with many 
more violent crimes than former. 
ly anda bigger traffic im arms, 
90 thatthe police forca bas had 
to be enlarged, is disclosed in the 
‘raport of the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police for last sear, 
which waa laid on the table 
at this afternoon's meeting of 
ths: Legislative Council. Two 
big wavea af crime towards the 
end of 1922 are attributed to the 
disturhed conditions prevailing 
at Canton and vicinity. 

The ‘otal of all casea reported 
to the police during the year 
1922 was 13,939 as against 
12,242 jn 1921, being an increase 
of 1,697 or 13.86 per cent. The 
average for the last five yoars 
is 11,4168 In the division of 
these,cases into serious and minor 
offences there sppears an in- 
crease as compared wi b 192 of 
130 cases or 3.15 par cant. in 
the former. Thore vere ten 
more murders (35 altogether) 
than in 1921, two mara kidnsp- 
pings, and five more piracies. 

One. hundred and twenty-one 
gang robberies were reported to 
the polica during the year as 
against S6ein 1921. - 

In 106 cases no arrest was made: 
in the remaining 15 ceses arresta 
were made. In 11 cases convic- 
tiona were obtained. In 4 cases 
there was no conviction. 


Street and Highway Robberies. 
Eighty-seven street and high- 
way tobberies were reported to 
the police” curing the year as 
against 27 in i92t. In 74 cases, 
no arrest was made: in tha 
remaioing 13 cases arrests were 
made, Ia 10 cases convictions 
were obtained. In3 cases there 
was noconviction. . 

Eleven cases of robbery o 
boats and junks were reported to 
the police during the year as 
agains} 10 in 1921. In 8 cases,n0 
arrest was made: in the remaining

of these three casas convictions 
were obtained. 

Twenty-three cases of robbery 
with violence were reparted tothe 
police during the year as against
